MACHINERY TAKEN IN 


High-Grade Coal Being Mined— 
; Oil Prospects Declared

Hudeon's Hope and the surrounding 
Gistrict ts coming into its own at last. 
This ts the opimion of 8. I’. Colt, manager 
of the “Diamond G.” cattle ranch, Jack 
Gregg, manager of the Hudson's Bay post 
at the “Hope,” and R. M. Osborne of the 
Government Telegraph Service. These 
three men re in Edmonton for a few 
days on business and are registered at 
the Meedonald Hotel, 

Conversation with e Bulletin represen- 
tative was started by confirmation on the 
part of Mr. Gregg of the viewa expressed 
in an illustrated article in the “Bulletin” 
appearing on Saturday last reiative ,to the 
possibilities of placer gold development in 
this district. The area covered by the 
Morgan, Branhem and Indian Head flats 
was, in the opinion of all three, rich in 
gold values. Adequate machinery cou- 
Pled with efficient operation was all that 
Was required to exploit successfully a 
very rich field. ‘This coming season 
wow.d be the first in the Sistory of the 
district in which the gold areas were pro- 
perly and extensively operated. 

High Values Proven 

Up to now it had been for gnany years 
a long series of smal] parties working the 
grounde under primitive conditions, As 
the values were more or less low grade, 
spectacular results were not easy to ob- 
tain, An exception wae made however in 
the case of a smal] plant operated this 
last year by five men. On account of in- 
adequ’te machinery, nearly the entire sea- 
Bon wag lost tn difficulties of varied na- 
ture, aud only a very few days of actual 
operation took place, But in this few 
days, Mr. Gregg states, gold dust valued 
at $1000 was abipped thromgh him out of 
the district. 

The Peace River Cold Dredging ¢.m- 
pany'g party under Mr. Leslie Lamma ar- 
rived gt the “Hope” before Mr, Cregg's 
party t for Edmonton. It was atuted 
that they would by now be established on 
the flats and preparing for this yeir's cp- 
eration with the new plaat now on the 
ground. 


Gold Being Mined 

Besides gold, mention was made of the 
coal areae of th:> Aistrict,. Anchrrene to 
the extent of about a 1000 tons had bren 
mined this winter on ‘he cuayon # few 
miing from Hudson's Eope. ‘tin nine 
was owned by George Aylacd, Nel Ceth- 
ing and W. J. Johnson vf M-ntreal cnd 
referred to as the Gething mine 
anthracite ts sald to be of 2 very high 
gtade, with about a two per cent ash. It

headquarters at Indianapolis to-

The B.C .goveroment last May started 
Gril.ing operations at Hudson's Hope for 
oil, Lynch Brothers, the contractors, had 
drilled five test holes from 800 to 2100 
feet deep. A strong seepage of oll and a 
fiow of gas was Teported at every test 
hole, 

Agricultural conditions are said to be 
excellent. The Thompkins farm at the 
m uth of the Halfway river, 25 miles be- 
low the “Hope” last year raised 30 bush- 
els of wheat to the acre. 

On the road to Spirit River from Pouce 
Coupe Mr. Gregg's party passed 35 teams 
heuing wheat along the old railway 
grade to Spirit River. This will give an 
idea of the extent of farming in the 
Pouce Coupe district, some 75 miles from 
the nearest market. 

New Road Being Cut 

A road is being cut following the route 
taken by Capt. Haight on his trip to Fort 
Norman last April. The route Is vi8 Fort 
St. John and straight noTth to the Nelson 
river, From there by cfnoe to the Laird 
river and into the McKenzte, The road 
is now belug cut and supplies are being 
hauled At present it will only be a win- 
ter road or pack trail in the summer, It 
is declared the only feasible route Into 
this country. 

This road wil! open, north of St, John, 
@ wonderfu! agricultural and stock-ratsing 
country, the ex'stence of which {s 4t pres- 
ent hardly known.

TRIAL IN JUNE

MONTREAL, March 21.—(By Ca- 
nadian Press)-——-Revy. Adelard De 
lorme was committed for voluntary 


statement on March 27 by Judge Cus- 


son this afternoon ta the enquete 
court, and is expected to be then 
comm'!tted for trial and to appear 


before the court of King’s Bench in 
June next on the charge of murdering 


hie half-brother, Raoul, on or about 


January 6 of this year. 

Today the crown completed the de 
velopment of its case in the enquete 
court. This morning when the court 


opened, @ gruesome spectacle greeted 
those taking part in the cuse as they 
entered the room Near the judge's 
rostrum lay a tallor’'s dummy, dressed 
in the clothing which had been worn 
by the victirn at the time of the 
tragedy It was utilized by Dr. Der- 
mone, the provincial autopsist, to 
reconstruct certain phases of the 
crime, notably as to the clothing the 
young man wore when shot The 
solied and dilapidated coat, the collar 
and shirt soaked in blood, the 
pulled out of place and out of shape, 
presented a faithful reproduction of 
the posit'on of the body when it was 
left after being deposited on a road 
in the suburbs of the elty

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Higher Taxes and Dull Business. 


Through newspapers and in 
other ways there have been pro- 
tests against the new tax meas- 
ures announced by Premier Green- 
field in the budget speech. Natur- 
ally they have come mainly from 
the cities, and thus far there is 
nothing in sight in the way of an 
organised attempt to unite the 
objecting interests and bring their 
combined strength to bear to in- 
duce the Government to abandon 
the tax~boosting policy. In part 
that lack of action may be because 
the public have not as yet fully 
sensed the amount of the increase 
in the tax burdens, nor appraised 
the effect upon productive indus- 
try and trade of the withdrawal 
of this huge sum from the work- 
ing capital of the Province. In 
part it may also be due to a feel- 
ing that no amount of popular 
protest that may come from the 
cities can produce any effect. The 
Government has an overwhelming 
majority in the Legislature, has 
its supporters under as tight a 
rein as any Government the Prov- 
ince has had, and few of them 
represent city constituencies. I 
there is on the part of the Minis- 
ters an inclination to penalise the 
cities or the business interests 
which centre in the cities for the 
sake of carrying on a bigger-than- 
ever spending program, they have 
the voting strength in the House 
to make that inclination effective. 
It is a pessimistic view however, 


that the Government is animated | 


by a feeling of hostility toward 
the cities or their business inter- 
ests, or of indifference toward the 
effect that will certainly be pro- 
duced if these are marked out for 
discriminatory treatment in taxa- 
tion or otherwise. If that is the 
case the outlook is certainly not 
good for a revival of enterprise, 
investment, business activity and 
general good times. To strangle 
business, which naturally and 
necessarily centres in the cities, is 
the surest and most direct way to 
strangle the chancs of the farmer 
getting better prices for his pro- 
ducts and paying lower prices for 
his requirements.

Last 
year the Corporations tax brought 
about $350,000 into the Provincial 
treasury. This year the corpora- 
tions are to be ‘‘soaked’’ to the 
tune of $500,000 or more, The 
Amusements tax last year netted 
$181,000. This year the public 
are expected to respond to the in- 
creased levy with $341,000. The 
coal mining industry was taxed 
last year in the amount of $300,- 
000. This year it is expected to 
pay $576,000 under the new levy. 
Auto drivers, truck and tractor 
r1sers, and owners of stationary 
engines are this year counted on 
to pay $264,000 taxes on gasolene,
